| Comment* The report indicates that only minor changes occurred in the 

occupation of airfields in Austria* Therefore, it is believed that the organi- 
zation of the fifty-ninth Air Array remained unchanged. The statements, 
according to which the number of aircraft has changed at airfields such as 
Wiener Neustadt and Bad Voeslau, require confirmation by other sources. It is 
believed possible that, in these cases, errors in observation were made or that 
the missing planes were flying at the time of observation* 
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
